The Tragedy on Which Bellini Wrote 
‘His Gelebrated Opera. , 

Somnambulists can maintain~ their 
footing in the most perilous places so 
long as they remain in a state of som- 
nambulism, but if suddenly awakened 
they instantly lose their self posses- 
sion and balance. 

On one occasion a young woman liv- 
ing in Dresden was seen at midnight 
walking on the edge of the roof of her 
house. Her family were immediately 
told of her plight, but were afraid to 
go near her. ‘The neighbors gathered 
about the house and placed mattresses 
and blankets along the street in hopes 
that they might save her in case she 
fell. 

She danced for over an hour on the 
slanting roof, apparently retaining her 
balance without difficulty, and every 
now and then she would advance to 
the edge and bow to the silent crowd 
standing many fect below her. 

At last she climbed down on to the 
wide gutter which ran in front of the 
window through which she had come, 
with the evident intention of re-enter- 
ing the house.

But, Bprforgiaptely, "ber Perised re 
tives, thinking to agaist her, had placed 
two lighted candles in the room near 
the window, and as she approached the 
light fell directly in her eyes.

THE CHEERFUL TURTLE. 


This Queer Creature Enjoys Many Pe- 
culiar Advantages. 

“To be or not to be—a turtle? To be 
eertainly, if I could not be a mas,” de- 
clares one who speaks with knowledge 
of his subject. “Basking in tropical 
suns or cruising leisurely in cool 
depths, the turtle has an exceedingly 
good time. As soon as the baby turtle 
emerges from the egg he scuttles down 
to the sea. He has no one to teach 
him, no one to guide. In his little brain 
there is implanted a streak of caution, 
based on the fact that until a certain 
period his projecting armor is soft 
and no defense against hungry fish, 
and he immediately seeks shelter in 
the tropical profusion of the gulf weed, 
which . holds within its branching 
fronds an astonishing abundance of 
marine life. 

“Here the young turtle feeds unmo- 
lested and knows that his armor is 
hardening apace. Once he has attained 
the weight of twenty-five pounds he 
may ‘cheek’ freely any monster of the 
deep. After that no fish or mammal 
ever interferes with him. Intending 
devourers may struggle all day to 
break through his iron shell. They al- 
ways fail. : 

“The turtle, like the sperm whale, 
has but one enemy—man. Now, even 
that sperm whale must come pretty 
frequently to the surface to breathe, 
and if it got beached high and dry om 
land what would become of it? But 
the cheerful turtle can stay below the 
surface for a week if he wants to, and 
he often does, while if he had to spend 
an equal time on land he would enjoy 
the change and be none the worse for 
it. He is neither fish, flesh nor fowl, 
yet his flesh partakes of the character- 
istics of all three. 

“Hating seems a mere superfiuity 
with him, since for weeks at a time he 
may be placed in a barrel, with the 
bung out, and emerge after his long 
fast apparently none the worse for his 
enforced abstinence from food, from 
light and alfnost from air. Of all the 
warm blooded organisms there is hone 
80 tenacious of life as the turtle. Inju- 
Ties that would be instantly fatal even 
to fish leave the turtle apparently un- 
disturbed, and his power of keeping 
death at bay is nothing short of mar- 
velous.”

The Roosevelt Programme Car- 
ried Out at Chicago, the Con- 
vention Naming Taft For 
President on a Platfortn Which 
Lauds the Roosevelt Policies. 
Injunction Plank Modified, but 
Not Eliminated—Sherman In 
Second Place— Effort For 
Third Term Stampede Fails. 
Danger of Socialism Pointed 
Out—President Praises and 
Party Leaders Congratulate 
Taft. 


POLITICAL 


Republican National Convention. 

The temporary roll of the national 
gathering of Republicans having been 
made up by the national committee in 
what was humorously called the 
“steam roller” style—that is, the con- 
tests being nearly 
all settled in favor 
of ‘Taft—the con- 
vention assembled 
in the huge Coli- 
seum at Chicago, 
June 16, with Sen- 
ator Burrows of 
Michigan as tem- 
porary chairman, 
he being introduced 
by Chairman New 
of the national com- 
ay mittee. One inno- 

‘Secretary Taft. vation in the ar- 
rangements was the absence of a bar 
in the building, due to the growing in- 
fluence of the temperance forces. Bur- 
hte reviewed the history of the party 

and spoke words of unqualified in- 
dorsement of the courts, much to the 
delight of. the conservative faction 
which was preparing for a desperate 
fight against the proposed anti-injunc- 
tion plank approved by the president 
and Secretary Taft.. The session was 
brief and spiritless, 
The committee on credentials seated 
all the Taft delegates, so that there was 
no hope left for the allied opposition on 
any score. The emotional forces of 
the immense gathering of delegates 
and spectators were brought into play 
during the speech of Permanent Chair- 
man Lodge the second day when he 
asserted that, “the president is the best 
abused and most popular man in the 
United States today.” The cheering 
then started lasted over forty minutes, 
although many of the delegates did not 
join in. This incident was ominous of 
the feared stampede to Roosevelt when 
the roll of states should be called for 
nominations. Sotne reports said that 
hired shoutets were stationed in the 
galleries to Kéep up the excitement and 
noise. In point of time it broke all 
records. Lodge told the people that 
the president retired by his own de- 
termination and that his refusal to run 
again was final and irrevocable. No 
friend of his would suggest his name. 

Then came the main fight of the con- 
vention—namely, on the injunction and 
trust planks of the proposed platform— 
in the platform committee. Arguments 
were presented on one side by Presi- 
dent Gompers of the Federation of 
Labor and on the other by President 
Van Cleave of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation and others representing cor- 


porate interests. Gompers repeated his 


threat of secret and forcible resistance 
on the part of labor if his demands 
were ignored. His plank would pledge 
the party to pass a law guaranteeing 
the right to organize and to strike and 
preventing injunctions without due 
notice; also to laws for the eight hour 
day, employers’ Mability, woman suf- 
frage, department of labor, postal sav- 
ings bank and a bureau of mines. The 
conservative forces, under the leader- 
ship of Speaker Cannon and Senator 
Crane, vowed that they would exclude 
all reference to the courts in slighting 
vein. Van Cleave urged the committee 
to pay no heed to the clamors of labor, 
warning that its vote would be divided 
between the old parties anyway. The 
outcome was a somewhat different 
plank from that planned, but still fol- 
lowing the main demand of the presi- 
dent in that, while lauding the courts 
and promising to uphold-their integ- 
rity, it says that the rules of procedure 
in injunctions should be “more accu- 
rately defined by statute” and that-no 
{njunction should be issued without 
notice “except where irreparable in- 
jury would result from delay.” It does 
not assent to the idea of jury trial for 
contempt cases committed not in the 
presence of the court; as desired by 
Gompers. 

With the adoption of the platform 
the roll call of states began for presi- 
dential nominations, which resulted in 
a tremendous demonstration, lasting 
twenty-five minutes, when the name of 
Taft was presented. Taft was nomi- 
pated on the first ballot. 

The expected effort was made to 
stampede the convention to Roosevelt 
while a big demonstration for La Fol- 
lette was in progress. Roosevelt ban- 
ners were unfurled, and the shouting 
was at its height when Chairman 
Lodge ordered the voting by states to 

proceed, the’clerk using a megaphone. 
This finally checked the ardor of the 
stampeders, and the nomination of Taft

_. For many years James Schoolcraft 
Sherman has been an influential factor 
in the politics of New York, and in 
congress he has won popularity equal 
with that he enjoys in the Empire 
State. Mr. Sherman is fifty-three years 
old, having been born in Utica, N, Y,, 

im 1855, and fs a son of Richard U. 
and Mary Frances Sherman. 
Main Points of the Platform. ; 

The platform promulgated by the Chi- 
cago convention, except for the change 
fm the injunction plank referred to 
above ‘and some minor det&ils, is the 
ofie prepared by Wade Ellis and ap- 
proved by Roosévelt and Taft in ad- 
vahce. It begins with a reference to 
the record of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and the growing wealth of the 
nation, stress being laid on the “safe 
passage of the American people through 
a financial disturbance. which, if ap- 
pearing in the midst of Democratic rule 
or the menace of it, might have equal- 
edthe familiar Democratic panics of 
the past.” The failure of much legisla- 
tion at the last session of congress is 
laid to the Democratic filibuster. 

Revision of the tariff is promised aft- 
er the inauguration of the next prest- 
dent “by the imposition of such duties 
as will equal the difference between 
the cost of production at home and 
abroad, together with ‘a reasonable 
profit to American tries.” 

While taking credit\for the passage 
of the Sherman law, it is proposed to so 
amend it “as will give to the federal 
government greater supervision and 
control over and sectre greater pub- 
licity in the management of that class 
of corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce having power and opportunt- 
ties to effect monopolies.” 

More legislation for the. benefit of la- 
bor {s projected after enumerating 
what has been done, and then follows 
the expression of confidence in the 
courts, qualified by the demand for stat- 
utory definition of the rules of proce- 
dure and that no injunction should be 
issued without notice “except where ir- 
reparable injury would result from de- 
lay.” Much attention is paid to the 
farmers’ needs and to the preservation 
of natural resources. Reference 1s 
made to the great increase in our for- 
elgn commerce, and legislation to en- 
courage the building of a merchant ma- 
rine is called for. A bureau of mines is 
advocated. 

Citizenship for Porto Rico collective- 
ly is proposed at once. 

It 46 asserted that the Democracy 
stands for adversity, obstruction and 
promises, while the Republican party 
stands for prosperity, high wages, con- 
struction and performance. 


The danger of socialism comes in for 
notes it being urged that the trend of 


métracy is toward socialism, while 
ee of Republicanism is toward “a 


wise and regulated individualism.” It 


asserts that socialism would “give to 
each an equal right to take,” while Re- 
publicanism would “give to each an 
equal right to earn.” The former would 
“offer an equality of possession which 
would soon leave no one anything to 
poagess,” while the latter “would give 
equal opportunity, which would assure 
to each his share of a constantly in- 
creasing sum of possessions.” 

Bryan Wave Sweeping On. 

The Bryan campaign managers began 
the week with the announcement that 
their candidate had then 631 votes in 
the Denver convention pledged, giving 
him a grand total of 776 in the Den- 
ter convention. Democratic state con- 
tentions in the south have joined in the 
Bryan following within a week, nota- 
bly in Tennessee and Mississippi, and 
piso in Colorado. 

Leader Williams Resigns. 

John Sharp Williams, floor leader of 
the minority in the house. of represent- 
atives, has tendered his resignation to 
take effect next Dec. 1. His purpose in 
this is to give his successor time during 
the short session to get acquainted 
with the game, whether the next house 
ls to be Republican or Democratic. 


Van Cleave Accepts Substitute. 
President James W. Van Cleave of 
the Manufacturers’ association in an 
Interview on the injunction plank 
adopted by the Republican convention 
said the people of the great middle 
class which he represented had got es- 
sentially what they wanted—namely.

Rule For Emergency Currency. 

A treasury department circular has 
been issued. carrying into effect the

and that 1 per cent upon the average 
amount of public deposits held will be 
paid by the depository banks.

removed from office United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Ruick, the man who 
pressed the land fraud prosecution 
against Borah, resulting in an acquit- 
tal. At the same time the resignation 
of Marshal Rounds was called for, he 
having been the official who co-operated 
‘with Ruick in that case. 

Eleven Pounds Now by Post. 

Postmaster Général Meyer has in- 
creased to eleven pounds the Hmit of 
parcel post packages to Great Britain 
and Ireland for the purpose of im- 
provilig our commercial relations with 
those lands. The limit hitherto has 
been four potnds and six ounces. 
This makes the twenty-third foreign 
country with which we have the elev- 
en pound limit. 

Moré Marines to Panhma. 

It was. officially announced that a 
force of 767 additional marines would 
be sent at once to the isthmus in order 
to avert an outbreak during the coming 
elections, By June 27 there will be a 
fighting force of United States marines 
on the isthmus amounting to 1,250 offi- 
cers and men, They will be scattered 
throughout the isthmus to prevent the 
intimidation of voters. 

Forts’ Guns Do Much Damage. 

It was estimated that Uncle Sam 
would have to pay for about $20,000 
damage done to private property by the 
concussion in the target practice at 
Forts Hamilton and Wadsworth, N, Y. 
While the big guns were sinking imagi- 
Mary fleets offshore hundreds of bro- 
ken windows and tumbling ceilings re- 
corded the result on land. One woman 
was seriously hurt by a falling ceiling. 
Ocean liners were held up, and the biz 
Lusitania, coming to a sudden halt, 
grounded on a mud bank and was de- 
layed for some time. During the week 
elaborate army maneuvers were con- 
ducted by General Grant with several 
thousand regulars and militia at Pine 
Plains, N. Y.

In that spirit Christ 
came, “not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give His life 
a ransom for many.” This is the pat- 
tern which God gave us, not wholly 
revealed to us till after He was cruci- 
fied and risen, then shown complete 
and perfect.

3.16. _In his early 
life, Paul was building 4 great struc- 
ture, “Touching. the _ righteousness 
which is in the law, found blameless.” 
He met Jesus on ‘the Damascus road, 
and his’ own materials were but 
stubble. He cast them all aside, all 
his wishes, plans, ambitions, and 
saysvof this, “What things were gain 
to me, these I have counted loss for 
Christ.” Phil. 3.7. He went into 
Arabia for three years, to reconstruct 
his building plans. It must have been 
a very hard thing for Paul, a leader 
among his people, to do, but he gave 
up all things to be replaced by di- 
vine materials, the things which make 
up what we are. “Now abideth 
faith, hope, love.” 

If God has such an attitude of 
mind toward us, that, while He is so 
holy, He wants us to be holy, and is 
willing to suffer, (even to give His 
only -begotten Son to die for. our sins) 
to cleanse us, then we can have faith 
in Him that He will not desert us in 
any trial or temptation. As we.cling 
to Him, He will abide in us. Being 
justified by His blood, we shall be 
made perfectly righteous. 

We hear that expression, “Salva- 

I don’t believe 
in it. We are saved by the blood of 
Christ. But I do not believe in any 
salvation that does not result in 
character. If the highest kind of 
character is being formed in a man, 
then he is being saved. 
“If....we were reconciled to God by 
the death of His Son, much more, 
being reconciled, shall we be saved 
by His life. “Rom. 5.10. It is when 
His life is brought up against the 
heart of a man, that he begins to 
grow. “Beloved,....we know that, 
if He shall be manifested; we shall 
be like Him, for we shall see Him 
as He is. And every one that hath 
this hope set on him purifieth himself, 
even as He is pure.” I John 3.2, 3. 
Many of us have-witnessed the ball 
games.. We know that if a company 
of young men are to win they must 
have somehow the courage that they 
will win. A man without hope is as 
good as dead. Put hope in, and you 
have growth and progress. There is 
no possibility of living the overcom- 
ing life unless a man has within him 
the courage to die rather than do 
wrong.

The contract for building the new 
reservoir for the Town of Andover 
was awarded to D. Linahan @ Son, 
contractors of Pride’s Crossing, The 
bids were opened by the Board of 
Public Works at a meeting on Mon- 
day and D. Linahan & Son’s was 
found to be the lowest, $5274.15. 
The other bidders and their figures 
were; Farnham Construction Co, of 
Boston, $6012.25; A. Michelini, Reaq- 
ing, Mass., $7005.25. Superintendent 
John E. Smith’s estimate was $s40 ; 
which is within $133 of the reich 
igures- 

e reservoir is to be constry 
on the high Me as lying in the feed 
of William H. Higgins on what is 
known as “Prospect Hill”, It js to 
be a basin in shape of an inverted 
frustrum of a cone and will be 
formed | partly in excavation and 
partly in embankment. 

The bottom and inner slopes are to 
be rendered water tight if possible

How to Deal’ With Anarchy. 

That the policy of severe punishment 
of avowed anarchists and the making 
of martyrs of them will only feed the 
mental aberration which results in 
anarchy is the position taken by Wal- 
ter P. McGuire in a thoughtful article 
for the June Van Norden’s Magazine. 
He asks if it is not possible for the 
government to assume a sympathetic 
attitude toward this unfortunate class 
and that the progress made by 
the anarchists is due largely to the 
“neglect of the problems of the poor-by 
those who have intelligence and time 
enough to study them.” He. proposes 
that men be sent among the poor to 
preach that “where law ends tyranny 
begins” and that the theories of the 
anarchist are self contradictory. Be- 
sides, much of the anarchist suscepti- 
bility is attributed to the brutal meth- 
ods of the city police in handling the 
poor people of the slums. 


Kaiser Cordial to Hill. 

Dr. David J. Hill, the new American 
ambassador to Germany, was recetyv 
by Emperor Willfam at Berlin with 
every evidence of cordiality. The te- 
ception was unprecedented in being 
arranged only two days after Dr. Hill’s 
arrival, whereas custom makes the 
period more than a week for new am- 
bassadors. . 


Twenty Thousand Suffragists Parade. 

The latest spectacular demonstration 
for the cause of equal suffrage in Lon- 
don was the parade of nearly 20,000 
women, led by the more conservative 
element, including the Rev. Anna 
Shaw, head of the movement in Amer- 
ica. They were marshaled according to 
their class of employment, and fifteen 
bands were interspersed in the line. 
The banners and badges were of red 
and white. Many professional women, 
doctors, lawyers, actresses, 
teachers, etc., as well as laboring wo- 
men, were in line. One section was 
made up of girl graduates in caps and 
gowns. 


French Officer Degraded. 

Charles B. Ullmo, formerty an officer 
in the French navy, has been publicly 
stripped of his uniform insignia and 
sword and taken to begin a sentence of 
life imprisonment on Devil’s island for 
having attempted to sell naval secrets 
to a foreign power. 


SCIENTIFIC 


Phrenology Not Scientific. 

Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, the celebrated -an- 
thropologist of the National museum at 
Washington, in an interview says that 
all of the widespread notions about the 
configuration of the human skull re- 


pa 


vealing character are a delusion and a, 


snare. He admits that the early pio- 
neers in this cult did a little useful 
work by stimulating research in the lo- 
calization of brain functions, resulting 
in the discovery that certain parts of 
the brain controlled definite groups of 
muscles. But all the rest he insists has 
no basis in fact. No amount of study 
by scientists has been able to isolate 
our mental functions in the brain ex- 
cept that hearing and seeing. occupy 
not clearly circumscribed areas of ‘the 
brain and that there is a definite lobe 
concerned with speech..The so called 
bumps on the head have “nothing 
whatever to do with mentality or with 
any function of the brain.” Nor does 
a high head indicate great mental ca- 
pacity. It may be due to racial type or 
to handling after birth. Even the re- 
treating forehead and receding chin, so 
called, are wholly discredited by Pro- 
fessor Hrdlicka as signs of mental in- 
capacity. In many cases this kind of 
forehead is the result of undue devel- 
opment of the bony ridges over the 
eyebrows, while prominent teeth have 
much to do with the appearance of the 
chin, The modifications of the nose are 
merely “hereditary modificatipns run- 
ning in families and races.” In conclu- 
sion it is asserted that “the only in- 
dexes to be found in the head and face 
of man are the size of the brain, the 
behavior of the eyes and the action of 
the muscles which contribute to facial 
expression.” ‘

There it was found 
that the plates of the vessel's side had 
been driven in about five feet and torn 
apart several feet. A number of the 
bulkheads were damaged. Fifteen 
men could get through the hole at once, 
but the double bottom saved the ship 
from sinking, Admiral Capps denies 
the first report that pumps were used 
to keep the vessel afloat after the shot. 
He admits that some of our battle- 
ships could not withstand such a blow. 


England’s Record Battleship. 

Having already outclassed all exist- 
ing battleships and battleship plans 
by the construction of the St. Vincent, 
which will be launched in October, 
1909, it is now reported that England 
will break this record by laying in 
September next the keel for a_still lar- 
ger war craft. The 8t. Vincent Is of 
19,250 tons and will cost $9,500,000, 
while the later model will be of 21,000 
tons and will cost $11,250,000. . The lat- 
ter will be equipped with gas engines 
and will consequently have no funnels. 


Snow Falls at the Equator. 

The exploring expedition of Duke 
Adolf Frederick of Germany in the 
volcanic region of German East Africa 
was overtaken by a remarkable and 
hitherto unheard of disaster, half his 
men being frozen to death by a terrific 
snowstorm, which stopped their prog- 
ress in the cratet of Branca, about 
ninety miles south of the equator, The 
report, which has just reached Berlin, 
was dated March 5, and the storm oc- 
curred on Feb, 27. 


Marconi System Improved. 

In an interview at his London office 
Signor Marconi told of two new and 
fmportant improvements to his wire- 
less sy8tem on which he has been work- 
ing and which are nearly ready for 
general application in the transatlantic 
service. One is a duplex arrangement 


whereby messages may be sent both, 


Ways at once without confusion, and 
the other is a device for enabling a 
ship in a fog to determine the exact 
location in distance and direction of 
another ship or of the wireless station 
on shore. The latter improvement is 
hailed with great satisfaction by the 
coast liners and the traffic In the St. 
Lawre river, where fog hinders 
navigation and causes many collisions. 


Jones’ Boomerang Flies. 
Charles O. Jones made a remarkable 
Bi tages i his airship merang, 
Ing at mmondsport,,N. Y. He 
sailed first to Watkins, twenty-six 
miles, and then on to within six miles 
of Bath, where he ran into a tree and 
tipped gas bag. The novel features 
in the Jones ship are the use of a sec- 
ond gas bag trailing behind to replace 
the supply of the main bag, which is 
ninety-five feet long and cigar shaped, 
and a system of ballast moving that 
employs a little sand car moving on 
tracks. The ship made a speed of sev- 
enty miles an hour. 


New Zeppelin Airship Test. 

Under the patronage of the German 
government the new aluminium airship 
designed by Count Zeppelin is ready 
for its final test, It is built on the same 
general lines as other machines on 
which Count Zeppelin spent his entire 

-_ private fortune, 
only it is much 
larger and more 
powerful. If the 
) present model 
does all the in- 
ventor expects 
of it the govern- 
ment will pay 

—— $400,000 to the 
Count Zeppelin. geronaut, who, 
though seventy years-old, is an enthu- 
siast and will test his machine himself. 
It is 445 feet long and 49% feet in di- 
ameter. It has three 145 horsepower 
motors and is equipped with wireless 
telegraphy and powerful searchlights. 
It will carry a number of men and a 
large quantity of explosives. If suc- 
cessful it will be adopted by the Ger- 
man army as a war balloon. The new 
model is cigar shaped, pointed at both 
ends, and the framework is of alumin- 
fum. It is expected to make forty-seven 
miles an hour. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Growth of the Colleges. 

The latest published report of United 
States Commissioner of Education 
Brown, covering the year 1906, names 
beventeen universities and colleges hav- 
ing above 1,000 male undergraduates. 
They are Harvard, 2,442; Cornell, 2,440; 
Philadelphia Central high school, 2,350; 
Wisconsin, 2,318; Yale, 2,207; Michigan, 
1,995; Illinois, 1,751; Minnesota, 1,614; 
Ohio, 1,506; California, 1,504; Chicago, 
1,474; Princeton, 1,432; Boston Tech- 
nical, 1,414; Purdue, 1,358; Pennsylya- 
nia, 1,342; Columbia, 1,289; Missouri, 
1,025. The four next in order are Stan- 
ford, Dartmouth, Syracuse and Iowa. 
There are 114 colleges having over 200 
male students and 508 having less than 
200.

regions, has recently passed through 
Dr. Grenfell had left Battle Harbor 
Labrador, to attend some patients 
at another settlement ten miles dis. 
tant and he was travelling 6ver the 
ice with a pack of dogs. Soon he 
found himself driven off the coast 
Evening was approaching when he 
got on a bad spot of ice. Before he 
realized it he was in an atea covered 
only with drift ice, and before he 
could stop the dogs, the animals had 
carried him into the water. The 
dogs attempted to climb on = Dr 
Grenfell’s back, and he was obliged 
to fight the animals before he was 
able to climb onto a solid piece of 
drift ice.

Hoping that 
next day he would be in sight of 
land, though the ice was fast re- 
ceding from the shore, the doctor 
took the legs of the dead dogs and.

Used up though he was, on landing, 
he drove to St. Anthony, where every 
care and attention was bestowed on 
him, and he came safely through the 
awful ordeal.”

Andover Theological Seminary, 
graduating only three students at its 
tooth and last commencement previ- 
ous to its absorption by Harvard,

This was the very stronghold of 
Calvinism, erected to oppose the ris- 
ing tide of liberal thought which had 
put Harvard in the possession of the 
Unitarians in 1805. For three-quart- 
ers of a century it combated heresy 
and heterodoxy, maintaining the 
“Andover Creed” in all its rigidity. 
There Edwards Park from 1847 to 
1881 taught the theology of Jonathan 
Edwards. There, incidentally, Sam- 
uel F. Smith, that 
Youth of excellent pith; 

Fate tried to conceal him by naming him 
Smith— 

while a youth wrote 

’Tis of Thee.” 

_Andover in all these years was the 
giant training school not: only for 
the Congregational ministry but for 
professors of divinity in other col- 
leges. It is doubtful if any other in- 
stitution. made so deep an impression 
on the spiritual thought of the na- 
tion. Its decline dates from the 
outbreak of the heated “Andover con- 
troversy,” which raged intermittently 
from 1880 to 1895, required the in- 
terpretation of the courts and was 
finally composed by the abolition of 
pe requirements that candidates for 
the ministry should subscribe to the 
creed of the founders.—From the New 
York World.

WILLIAM BUCKLEY 


William Buckley, an old and _ re- 
spected resident of the Vale died last 

riday at the age of 78 years, 5 
months, of heart failure, after an ill- 
ness of over three months. The de- 
ceased was born in Leeds, England, 
on Jan. 13, 1830. He came to Phila- 
delphia, Pa., in 1855. Later he came 
to Ballardvale and was’ foreman of 
the wool shop. He went to Boston 
in 1872 to act as head wool buyer of 
the large wool firm of Brown, Steese 
and Clarke. He acted in this ca- 
pacity fora number of years and 
earned the reputation of being one 
of the very best judges of wool in 
this country. His. business brought 
hifi in contact with a large number of 
people from Maine to California and 
his intelligence and amiable dispo- 
sition earned him the respect and 
friendship of the people wherever he 
went. After retiring from business he 
came to reside in Ballardvale in 1801. 

He was a member of Corinthian

He leaves two sons William’ D. of 
Dorchester and \Fred of Lawrence 
and one granddaughter Mrs. Sadie 
Richardson of Melrose to mournt his 
loss, The funeral was held Sunday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock and was con- 
ducted by Rev. Augustus H. Fuller.
